Dear Mayor Alioto: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my report as your contract 
legislative representative relative to the 1970 legislative session, with 
particular reference to the measures upon which the State Legislation 
Committee or the San Francisco Board of Supervisors adopted a policy. 
Included in the report, attached herewith, is a summary of each such bill 
and its ultimate disposition. 


In addition to the summaries I am commenting in more detail in this 
letter on several bills which were, from the City's standpoint, highlights 
of the session. 


For the second year in a row Assemblyman William Bagley of Marin 
County introduced a bill (Assembly Bill 908) which would have imposed a 
tax of 14 percent of the gross receipts on retail sales of power by a 
public agency, which power was purchased from another public agency. The 
bill would have exempted from the tax, power purchased from a private com- 
pany. This bill was opposed by virtually all of the power retailers in 
California and especially by San Francisco. Had the bill passed it would 
have put San Francisco at a competitive disadvantage in its sales of power 
to Modesto and Turlock Irrigation Districts in that it would have forced 
the City to reduce its rates to the two Districts for a loss in gross rev- 
enue to the City in excess of $1,000,000 per year. The bill had strong 
support and will most assuredly be reintroduced next year and will require 
vigorous opposition. 


Another highlight bill was Senate Bill 419, authored by Senator 
Milton Marks of San Francisco, which was successfully passed into law. 
For the first time since San Francisco vegan operating in San Mateo County 
the airport will share in the revenue derived by the courts in San Mateo 
County from citations for illegal parking at the airport. Under the biil 
San Francisco will receive 50 percent of such fines, which, had the law 
been in force last year, would have amounted to about »~90,000. 


Assemblyman John Knox of Contra Costa County introduced Assembly Bill 
2310 which would have created a regional government in the nine Bay Area 
counties upon approval by the electorate. Such a regional government would 
have been primarily a plaming body in the field of transportation and 
water quality, and San Francisco's power over freeway location within the 
City would have passed to the proposed regional government. Needless to say,

the bill was opposed by San Francisco and others and it was defeated, 
However, Assembly Bill 363, authored by Assemblyman John F. Foran of 

san Francisco, was adopted by the Legislature. It created a Metropolitan 
Transportation Commission for the nine Bay Area counties. This bill had 
San Francisco supnort. 


A number of environmental bills were introduced in both houses, 
None of these bills became law. Generally these bills would have created 
a coastal planning and use commission, modeled after the Bay Conservation 
and Development Act. 


It is too soon to give a reading on prospects for state assistance 
to the municipal revenue picture at the 1971 session. The overriding pro- 
blem facing the 1971 session will be the reapportionment of legislative 
and congressional districts in accordance with the 1970 population figures. 
Assuming a State of California population of 20 million, each assembly 
district will have to be reapportioned so that it represents about 250 
thousand people. Simple arithmetic shows that San Francisco can not hold 
more than three assembly seats after reapportionment. A like problem 
exists in senatorial seats. Diminished representation in Sacramento may 
require that San Francisco place greater emphasis on the role of the City's 
legislative advocate. 


Again this year, I would like to express my sincere appreciation to 
the legislative delegation from San Francisco with Senator George R. Moscone 
as Chairman and including Senator Milton Uarks, Assemblymen John L. Burton, 
Leo T. McCarthy, Willie L. Brown and John F. Foran, for their cooperation 
‘and assistance. Also, my sincere thanks to lir. McMorris M. Dow and lr. 
Herman D. Papa of the City Attorney's office for their continued advice, 
assistance and cooperation during this past legislative session.

ASSEMBLY BILLS — WATCH 


Declares that if an initiative constitutional amendment is 
approved by the voters transferring school, social welfare 
and other costs from local government to the state, it is 
the intention of the Legislature to increase the rate of 
the state's sales and use taxes from 4 to 54 percent and 
to impose a 45 percent surtax on existing personal income 
tax rates to finance these additional costs. 

Died in committee. 


Prohibits local and regional authories from completely bann- 
ing all agricultural burning. Defines various terms. 
Chapter 1579 


Gives Judicial Council power to adopt rules and regulations 
to permit transfer of uncontested civil cases to municipal 
courts and to grant municipal courts jurisdiction of 
criminal offenses declared to be a misdemeanor. 

Died in committee, 


Appropriates from General Fund to each county a sum equal 
to 50 percent of county costs of administering public 
assistance programs after deducting federal funds available 
and authorizes the State Treasurer to pay to the counties 
the sums so appropriated. 

Died in committee. 


Extends the filing date for candidates required to file a 
financial disclosure statement pursuant to Section 3702, 
of the Gov. Code. 

Chapter 3 


Provides that the taxable property of school districts 
shall be the total taxable property of the districts prior 
to reductions caused by the exemption of assessed value of 
business inventories and homeowners! property tax exemption. 
Increases the amount of subventions to various counties to 
compensate for revenues lost by reason of the partial ex- 
emption for business inventories. 

Chapter 272 


Requires board of directors of Bay Area Air Pollution Con- 
trol District to give notice of hearings to grant a vari- 
ance from requirements estabdiished by specified statutes, 
or by rules or order of the board or of hearings to revoke 
or modify any order permitting a variance. 

Chapter 1227 


Deletes marijuana from statutory definition of "narcotics" 
and places it under definition of "restricted dangerous 
drugs" but specifies that marijuana is to continue to be 
subject to all laws relating to narcotics.

Revises dates for delivery of secured roll to the tax 
collector from Sept. 1 for hand-prepared rolls and Aug. 20 
for machine-prepared rolls, to Sept. 10, and revises date 
for preparation of valuation statements from July 15 to the 
third Monday in August, with regard to the collection of 
property taxes in four equal installments.

Requires annual inspect:on of the pollution control device 
of any vehicle subject to air pollution emission standards.

Authorizes State Resources Board to approve the fuel system 
of any motor vehicle powered by propane, butane or natural 
gas which meets specified standards.

Requires board of directors of Bay Area Air Pollution Con- 
trol District to establish stanlards for emission of 
identifiable odor-causing substances from which exceptions 
or variances may be granted in manner provided by board,

Died in committee. 


A bill relating to property tax relief for renters. 
Died in committee. 


Removes prohibition against receiving the homeowner's 
property tax exemption in addition to a veteran's exemption. 
Died in cormittee. 


Authorizes Bay Area Air Pollution Control District to re- 
quire, by regulation, registration and periodic renewal 

of any equipment which is or may be nonvehicular source of 
air contaminants. 

Died in committee. 


Another bill defining the definition of marijuana from 
statutory definition of "narcotics" and prescribes the 
penalities of same. 

Died in committee. 


Specifically includes persons convicted of violation of 
Section 11530.1 of the Health and Safety Code relating to 
marijuana. 

Passage refused in Assembly.

Relates to property tax relief for person age 65 or older 
or of an unemployed widow of any age whose income is less 
than an unspecified amount. 

Died in committee. 


Increases maximum permanent disability benefit from 52.50 
to $90 per week. 
Died in committee. 


Allows local agencies to enter into agreements with homes 
for aging to waive the welfare exemption from property 
taxation, 

Died in committee. 


Provides that for purposes of Senior Citizens Property Tax 
Law, provisions requiring proration of property taxes do 

not apply, to the extent or ownership interest in claimant's 
homestead by claimant and one or more specified relatives 

of the claimant or the spouses of such relatives, 

Chapter 906 


Deletes references to existing homeowner's exemption and 
provides that the same property covered by such exemption 
shall be entitled to a new exemption and tax benefits con- 
tained in an unspecified Assembly constitutional amendment. 
Died in committee, 


Requires assessor to assess all property subject to pro- 
perty taxation according to its value on the lien date. 
Chapter 144 


Another bill originally authored by another assemblyman 

and related to taxation. The bill now relates to emergency 
flood relief. 

Chapter 1389 


Increases use fuel tax from 7 to 9 cents per gallon. 
Died in committee. 


Relates to the support of public social service programs. 
Died in committee. 


Includes property used for the preservation of native life 
forms, ecology and open space which is open to public use 
within the scope of the welfare exemption. 

Died in committee. 


Changes formula for reimbursement of county by Director of 
Finance for cost in county of homicide trial from excess of 
amount of money derived by county from a tax of ten cents 

on each $100 on the property assessed for purposes of taxa- 


tion within the county to amount of money derived by county 
from a tax of three cents on each 33100 of assessed vajua- 
tion.

Redefines trailer coaches and specifies that travel 


purposes of taxation. 
Died in committee. 


Imposes local agency service tax on taxpayers at the rate 
of 10 percent of tax liability under Personal Income Tax 
Law which is continuously appropriated to counties and 
cities which adopt resolution requesting funds under such 
tax. 

Died in committee. 


Abolishes separate grant provisions for the adult categori- 
cal aid programs and substitutes a uniform maximum average 

grant of an unspecified amount plus cost-of-living increase 
since Jan. 1, 1971. 

Died in committee. 


Provides for a property tax exemption for certain dwellings 
of elderly and disabled persons. 
Died in committee. 


Another bill to revise the entire Revenue and Taxation Code 
relating to taxation on horseracing, increasing homeowners! 
property tax exemption, Personal Income Tax Law, Bank and 
Corporation Tax Law, etc. 

Died in committee. 


Imposes an excise tax on the privilege of selling new 
passenger vehicles in this state at the rate of ls percent 
of the gross receipts from the sale of such property. 

Died in committee. 


Authorizes statutory exemption from taxation for support 

of public schools of real property, if it does not exceed 
$5000 in assessed valuation or if it is a residence of a 

person 65 years of age or older or a widow. 

Died in committee. 


Exempts each dwelling with a full cash value of 925,000 or 
less occupied by an owner from property taxation, if owner 
is 65 years or older and has occupied dwelling as his 
residence for at least 5 years. 

Died in committee, 


Removes prohibition against receiving the homeowners! pro- 
perty tax exemption in addition to a veteran's exemption. 
Died in committee. 


specifies that the homeowners! property tax exemption shall 
be in addition to a veteran's exemption. 
Died in committee. 


Authorizes taxation of banks in same manner as other corpore- 
tionse 
Died in committee.
